THE CONTRAST. 

The tone of the Tiine.i in apo.iking t.f the 
Settlement Bill inclines one to the belief 
that our contemporary is of opinion that 
that bill was intended no a surrender of 
all tho claims thia country had then iir 
might have for all time against tlie Do- 
minion government.

lauds. Had they ucted ditforcntly tlioy 
would havo been held up to public con- 
tempt by the Timea and rightly too. The 
acope of tho Sottlement Hill was limited 
to tho lalaiid railway, the dry dock and 
tho railway bolt. Beyond those it settled 
nothing and was not intended to do so — 
in apito of tho charges of tho opposition. 
With roapect to the pollciea of the past 
and present governnienta they must bo 
judged by their fruits. Any one who 
shoMld contrast the condition of the coun- 
try now with its condition tv,o and a-lialf 
years ago would be struck with tho great 
change for tho bettor that haa come over 
alTairs.

It was not long before a number of the 
guests wore taken down wilh the disease, 
which continued to spreod until now it has 
asHumed alnrniing proportionR. 

The jieople iu tho ueighborhooil of Stoco 
aud surrounding country are very poor. 
They livn in low Rbmities, not remarkable 
for thoir cloanlinesti. As soon as iho dis- 
easo began spreading an i'.[ipi>al was inado 
for assistance, and two Sisti.Ts of Oharity 
immediately wont from Kingston lo tho iu- 
feiUed district, wliero they oi>ened a hospital 
ill a new houso that war- given n\> tor that 
purpose. Thero nio al pri sent twouty-livu 
patients in this institution who are being 
looked after by tho Sisier.'i. 

Tho tliseaso \h of a most virulent lyiio. 
being known as black pox, from which 
most of those tokon ill dio in great agony 
aft<>r ono or two days' illuuus. Ovor lOU 
casos havo boon loportod np to the present 
time, and thoro appears to bo little ohanco 
of chookiug it. 

The French GamidinnH are very adverso 
to vaccination, and iis a result the disoioK' 
goss very hard with them. Tho disease 
has now spread lo Eriusvillo, Marlhaiik, 
Clare Iliver :nid iitbor sottlomonts in the 
surrounding eouiiuy. 

Too much cannot bo said in praise of the 
good work done by the nuns and Catholic 
priests, three of the lattor having lioen 
fitriekon down while admiusteriug to the 
wants of the bolpleiiB sufFerorH. Yesterday 
a telegram was sent to the convent al King- 
ston to send on two more nuns U) r. liiiy.^ 
those who had been doing duty for tho past 
two wooks. Every uuu in tlie llnnsi> of 
Providence was ready aud willing to go, 
but aa only two were asked for they.drow 
lots. Shortly after their (l('i)iirtui o u second 
telegram was recoiyed to si'iid iinother 
priest, as Father Fleming was lying at Iho 
point of death; that tho people woro dying 
ofl" like shoep, aud that the fatal plague 
was spreading rajiidly. I'rayorH are ollered 
up iu all the Gntholie churches that the 
Almighty stay the dreadful scourge. 

The people of Kingstou havo become 
alarmed, as several farmers from tho infect- 
ed district, after haviiig been refused per- 
miiision to outer tho towns of Najianno and 
Tamworfh, had arrived on tho Kiugsloii 
market, whore thoy were olloring tho ])ro- 
duco for suh\ It in sai.l (hat the spn-ading 
of the ditienii-a in the first place was largely 
duo to tho neglect of tho health olVicer lu 
proviiling a proper qnarautine and iu en- 
forciug Hanitary rognlatious. It is feared 
that unless its spreading is soon arrested a 
terrible scourge will sweep over central 
Ontario. — Cor. Xein I'oric World.

It requires 15,000,000 cowa to supply tho 
douiand for milk and ita products in this 
country, and there are invested in tho 
dairying business of the United States 
over $2,000,000,000, an amount nearly 
double the capital invested in hanking 
and other oommorcial industries. It ro- 
quiros tho cultivation of ovor (10,000,000 
acres of land to furnish food for tho above 
number of oows. More than $200,000,000 
is Invested in dairy machinery and implc- 
monts alone. 'The men employed in 
dairying ucoupatioiis. number 700,000, ond 
l,0f)0,000 horsol arc necessary. Tho cows 
and horses cousunio annually ISO, 000, 000 
tons of hay, 90,000,000 buahola of corn 
meal and tho oaniQ amount of nntmoal, 
275,000,000 bushels of oats, 2,000,000 
bushels of bran and 30,000,000 bushels of 
corn, to say nofhiiig of tho brewery grains 
and qucBtioiiable food of various kinds 
that is used all. over tho country. It 
costs $d00,000,000 to feed these cows aud 
horses. — Kanacu Farmer.

ToKONio, Out., Doc. 21. — A daring caae 
of body-aimtching has occurred at Violet, 
a hamlet a few miles oaat.of thia city. Mr. 
John Chatteraoii, hitt; crier of the court, 
died about six wooks agc>, aud his body 
was placed in tho vault at Violet. Phj'- 
»i<Mj»riH wh" hnd tlinir altantion called to 
his disu.a.se wem at a loss to account for 
thti caus;! of death, and after lii.'« domsae 
.■loUirht pormissiori of the rolalivea to 
niiiko an exiiuiimtion, but were refused. 
Th« day following tho funeral a youug 
man giving his name as Asaolatine, and 
claiming to bo a brother of tho .sou-iu- 
law of Mr. Chattoraun, wont to Mr. 
Perry, who has the key of thu vault in 
which tho body waa placed, aud stated 
that tho relatives had rocoivod certain iii- 
foruiatioii that an attouipt was to bo inado 
by medical atudoiitB to got posseaaion of 
tho body, and that thoy wore dotorniiuod 
to succeed, ng matter what tho hazard. 
AsBolBtine proposed that the friends bo 
allowed to roniovc tho body at night, and 
have it secretly iutorrod, so aa to defeat 
tho plana of tho body-snatchors. Tu this 
Mr. Porry douiurrod, and to convince the 
applicant that there v.-aa no cause for fear, 
ho went to tho vault and showed him how 
bocurely it was lockod and burred. Assol- 
Btiuo dopictud, with tears in his eye.i, the 
aiixioty of the relntivos and the dotonui- 
natiiiii of tho ghoulish stutionta, who 
wiiuld resort lo any moans, even tu gun- 
powder or dynauiito, to get possession of 
the covotoil subjoct. At length thu ulcl 
goulleinan allowed his ecrufilui to bo over- 
come by his sympathies, and mado an np- 
puintment to give tho coQin into posses- 
sion of tho "friends" after dark. About 
10:30 o'clock .Asaelstino returned with 
four men, aud during the wholo of tho 
af'.ur procncdingfl maiiitnined a discreet 
alienee; but this wa.-» not at the linio re- 
marked by tho uiisuHpocting custodian of 
tho v uilt. (Juietly tho body was removed 
and handed over to tho claimants, who 
iniruediately left with their much desirod 
hut ill-gotleii booty. Tho next d:iy it waa 
learned that tho poraous ivho rocoivod tho 
body had uo authority whatever for their 
action.

Tho deocription given of one 
indicates that ho may bo Mr. Lowry, and 
hia wife, uagorly sui/.iiig the idea, is mak- 
ing oaergetic preparation to have him 
brought homo, when time and care may 
restore his rBaaon.

Mr. Hale is obviously of the opinion 
that thu present generation of boys and 
girls iu New Eughiud, where he is l)e.st 
ucqiialiited, lU'e not a.s well txlucatoit u-h 
their fathers ajid mothei's wore at tho 
txuuo period of life. He ihiulss tho pres- 
eiil method of eoiidueting sehoola iis in- 
jurious to them in many ways. Tliey 
have eetue to think that they aro of 
uioro importance' u> the world than they 
really aix-. Tho requireniouts of school 
prevent them from discharging any ust;- 
tul duties at home. From tho time they 
ent-er school till thoy iv'uve it they are 
reU'ascd from liUxir in any form 'J'he 
moral ellcM of thi-i is vt-ry bad Chil- 
dre<l should be taught very \;m-\\ in life 
that it ia their duty to lub<u- for thrir 
own support, that it is wrong for tiieir 
parents to do everything tor them, and 
thiit thoy should moke themselves use- 
ful memlwre of thou' fniniiita. 

One of the. reiucdies proiwst'd by Mr. 
Hale for tho can.' of o.Kisting evils i.s to 
go back to the old plan of cuuduetiiiy 
scluHils thai pi'jvailod before the educa- 
tional machtno wu.s put up arid .sut to 
gniidiuK. lie would have toys and girls 
attcwj] siitiool half the year and onyage 
in industrial pursuits tlio other hnlf. 
By that inouub thoy wonld aequm> :i 
knowledge of lx>oks and of many other 
things besides. All girls eoiild Ui;irn 
housework, cooking, and cho art of milk- 
ing and repairing elof.hes at hotue. 
Boys could spend ais montha of every 
year iu learning trades, mnstering some 
kind of busiuesa, or doing oflico work. 
ITio pupils who attend .•'chool one part of 
th«! year could take tiic piacx>6 of those 
who had been e/igagc<i in litlx)r during 
tho same period The cost of conduct- 
ing schools would, by this errangeinent, 
be reduced one-tliilf, and there wonkl 
be no occftsion for "building more sehool- 
hounos for many years 

besides tho saving in oxpense, there 
would be a positive gain. Paix'nts 
would have an opportunity of getting 
ac'.iuaiiili-d with their o\mi ehildreii.
